board of trustees of Gettysburg 
College was s>till discussing the 
advantages* and disadvantages of 
co-education, with no intimation 
forthcoming as to when a vote 
would be taken on the all-im- 
portant problem. 
Spirited arguments for and against 


co-education were presented at the 
annual meeting of the board of trus- 
tee-, of Gettysburg College before a 
iccess was taken at 
12:15 o'clock. 


No action was taken by the board be- 
fore noon, and the board went back 
into session shortly after 1:15 o'clock 
this afternoon. 
The noon-day meal 


was served to the trustees at Gettys- 
burg Academy.

was called to order by former Judge 
S. McC. Swope, of Gettysburg, rank- 
ing member of the board, who pre- 
sided in the absence of John F. Dapp, 
president, of Harri.sburg.

titudes: those in favor of retaining 
co-education, those in favor of abolish- 
ing it altogether 
and those whose 


minds were open to be persuaded one 
way or the other by the arguments 
of proponents and opponents of the

MUSEUM IS GIVEN 
MANY ANTIQUES 


Collection of Late Dr. Wentz Is 
Turned Over to York County 
by His Widow. 


The late Dr. C. A. W entz, one of 
the leading physicians in Hanover and 
vicinity for a, period, of forty years, 
spent his leisure time in collecting 
antiques of many kinds and varieties. 
About twelve years ago he present­ 
ed to the York county museum in the 
court house, at York, fifteen otd-time 
lard lamps, called by the Germans 
“fetumschels.” 
This kind of 
lamp 
was used by the early settlers and 
thou sands were m ade a t two differ­ 
ent factories in York. 
They con­ 
tinued to be used for lighting homes, 
stores and mills as late as 1860. These 
lamps were made out of iron and the 
sm allest type was shaped like a rob­ 
in, thus giving rise to their German 
name, which literally 
means 
“fat 
robin” lamp. 
Dr. W entz also collected a variety 
of old chinaware of rare interest and 
value, and a t the time of his death 
a few m onths ago owned five rare 
eight-day clocks of the kind known 
as 
“grandfather’s 
clock.” 
These 
were m ade in York and Hanover in 
large numbers a hundred years ago. 
He also collected farm implements 
that were used by our grandfathers 
years ago. 
On W ednesday his widow, M rs. 
Mary C. W entz, sent to the county 
museum fifteen lard lamps of differ­ 
ent sizes, a lamp used by well dig­ 
gers, a “Paul Revere” lantern, candle 
sticks and candle moulds. 
Another 
article of especial interest was 
a 
“dengelstock,” an implement used to 
sharpen the 
old 
Dutch scythe 
in 
common use a century or more ago. 
These articles have been placed 
ih 
one of the closet cases in the m u­ 
seum for 
perm anent 
preservation, 
each one being labeled to describe its 
use. 
It lr, a well known fact of history 
that lard lamps of large size were 
used to illum inate the streets of York 
for nearly IOO years before the in­ 
troduction of gas and electricity. 
Dr. W entz was a graduate from 
G ettysburg College ip the same class 
with Dr. E dgar Fahs Smith, a native 
of York, who for tw enty years was 
provost of Hie University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and is now one of the leading 
citizens of Philadelphia. 
Before en­ 
gaging in the practice of medicine, 
Dr. W entz received his diploma from 
the U niversity of Pennsylvania.

Swine Breeders. 


Harristourg, June 8.—Precautions 


which the state bureau of animal in- 
dustry . declared would reduce loss 
from hog cholera- were embodied to- 
day in a list of "don'ts" compiled for 
the benefit of Pennsylvania swine 
breeders and raisers. 


"Don't buy hogs and pigs without 


. careful inquiry in the community," 
bureau officials said. 
"If 
you find 


that the person desiring to sell hogs 
has recently lost one, two or more 
animals don't purchase but report 
to the, bureau. 


"Don't -buy exceedingly cheap hogs 


and pigs unless you knew positively 
that the owner has not recently lost 
animals, but has some other goocTrea-! 
son for sacrificing them. 


"Dont't buy from several different 


people and put them all together on 
your own premises or allow them to 
come in contact with your own hogs 
and pigs. Keep each lot to itself until 
two or three weeks have passed and 
then put them in their permanent 
quarters only after being sure that 
none are fallowing any signs of sick- 
ness. 


"Don't go near a premise where 


there are sick hogs, and don't allow 
any one from a premise where there 
are sick hogs to visit your hog pens 
or hog lots. 


"Don't purchase hogs or pigs, for 


purposes 
other 
than 
immediate 


.slaughter, at a, public sale or. stock- 
yardg~%*--If-you own hogs, don't go near 


hog pens at salos or stockyards."

visiting , such 
places 
your 


shoes, at least, should be washed with 
a disinfectant before entering your 
own hog pens or hog lots.
